+-sbilor. When the memorable siege of the 
Russian stronghold, Sebastopol, began, the 
j right of the British line of attack was en. 
rusted to the Naval Brigade, andan ariuous 
task it was. The Russians, with a continual 
rescience of the value of the position thus 
dtained, made it the conatgnt object oftheir 
attack, Just a woek previous to the srent 
‘ ay which Admiral Hewett, thon mate of the 
eegle, laid the foundation pf hia clain for 
.the great British decoration, Captain Wil- 
Tiam Peel and Midshipman St, John Dani 
vad earned the admiration of their supriors 
ond the whole world by an unparallolod act 
‘ ‘of bravery in saving a convoy of ammuiition 
‘on its way to thd batteries, manned by the 
jock tars of the fest, who rendered suchgood 
sorvica throughout the whole of the tisge. 
Sir William Peel is dead, Midshipman Dans 
jells is dead, and Sir William Hewett stands 
pow aa the premier winner of the Victoria 
Cross in the Criméin campaign, so far pa the 
navy is concerned. On the extreme. right of 
the Britiab lines wsa whnt was known 19 the, 
right Lancaster gun battery. On the 26th
